THE FARMERS' ALLIANCE. 


How It Started and What it is Jnt<?mlc 


to Do. 


As the representatives of the new farm 


ers'organization, the Mutual Benefit asso 
ciatlou, from all parts of the state are 
meet in Decatur next week for the purpos 
of forming a state alliance, some mention o 
the history and objects of this organizatioi 
will doubtless be interesting. We copy an 
article from The Prairie Farmer; 


This issue of the P. F. will be read 


many who never baw it before, and who 
perhaps, never heard of the if. M, B. A 
To such we may say the Farmer's Mutua 
Benefit Association is an organization o 
tanners for mutual benefit and protection 
It had its origin in Johnson county, 111 
five or six years ago. 
It seems that nve rn 


dependent 
orders 
of 
lodges 
wen 


started in that county about the same time 
These continued to work entire independerr 
of each other for some time, when a con 
ference was held, the five lodges or societic 
met together, resolved to unite under on 
name, formulate 
a 
common ceieinonm 


work, and form a regular order with sub- 
ordinate lodges and a general assembly 
This was done, tiro name as above chosen 
and the five original lodges drew lots a.s to 
what the number of each should be. From 
this humble and, we may say accidental be- 
ginning, the order has grown to what r 
now is, one oi the most successful and ac- 
tive farmer societies ever known. Its growth 
at first, as might have been expected, wa: 
slow; indeed it was very crude in its organ- 
ization and workings—was without form, 
and void. In July, 1887, however, steps 
were taken to give it a permanent and le- 
gal Strsis, which was done by securing let- 
ters corporate under the laws of the state ol 
Illinois, granting legal powers to work and 
organize anywhere in the United States. 
Comprehensive laws were adopted, a com- 
plete manual of the ceiemomal wor k formed, 
and regular methods of organizing and 
chartering lodges inaugurated. Since then 
rts growth has been wonderful, spreading 
from Illinois to Indiana, Kentucky, Miss- 
ouri, Kansas, North Carolina, Nebraska 
and Iowa. It has more than doubled its 
strength within the last 10 months, and 
there are now about 2,000 lodges. It us 
very simple in its orgam/ation aud work- 
Ings, cost-" less money to run it, we pre- 
suiri, than any other similar organization, 
and wo suppose we are not at all exagger- 
ating when we say it has benefited its mem- 
bers in a direct saving of money, more than 
any other organization ever did. And it 
has done much to educate the farmers, not 
only rn their own calling, but in business, 
in sociability, in general information and in 
the practical \voikings of government. It i» 
just in its doctrines, moderate in its views, 
liberal in its teaching, ana charitable in its 
intercourse with its menibeisnnd the world; 
but it is dead set against corruption, brib- 
ery, dishonesty and wrong. So far as pol 
itic? rb concerned, it is entirely non-pan 
ian.
